OME, to be a. home, is essentially 
L-] patriarchal, not in the sense in which 
this term is used among tribal 
natives, but in the necessary reverence for, 
submission to, and sympathy with the head 
of the family.

The following new sub-section has been 
put down by the Minister :— 
“Whenever the former undertaker is 
a local authority and has before the 3ist 
day of March, 1927, raised by means of 
the rates any sum in aid of the under- 
taking, the new undertaker shall as on 
and from the date of the vesting order 
become and be by virtue of this sub- 
section liable to pay such sum (less an 
amount equal to the i 
thereof which has before the date of t 
vesting order been paid to the general 
revenue account of such local authority

NO CONCESSION. 

So far as the City of Dublin is con- 
cerned, the amendment cannot be regarded 
as a concession. I understand that over a 
rumber of years the Dublin electricity 
undertaking was financed to the extent of 
roughly £52,000 out of the rates. That 
sum has been paid back at the rate of 
£5,000 a year, and at: present there is out- 
standing only the sum of £20,000. This 
sum apparently is the amount that the 
Minister proposes the new board should 
become liable for and repay over a period 
of ten years in equa] instalments of £2,000. 
It is interesting to note that, in addition 
to the sum of £3,000 repaid annually on 
the rates, the Dublin Electricity Depart- 
ment contributes the sum of £3,500 
annually towards the genera] administra- 
tive expenses of the Corporation. 

The Minister, in the following three 
new sub-sections, endeavours to meet the 
vexed matter of the purchase and sale of 
electrical apparatus and appliances :— 

1) “In the exercise of its powers under 
the foregoing sub-section the Board shall 
have regard to the desirability of om 
measures to ensure the promotion an 
extension of the mannfacture in Saorstat 
Eireann of electric lines, _ fittings, 
apparatus or appliances. 

(2) “- All charges made by the Board 
or by an authorised undertaker for the 
sale or letting on hire of electric lines, 
fittings, apparatus or appliances shall be 
fixed at such rates that the revenue de- 
rived by the Board or by such authorised 
undertaker (as the case may be) from 
such sale and such letting on hire shall 
not be less than the expenditure incurred 
in or about such sale and letting on hire, 
including the cost of providing or (in the 
case of the Board) manufacturing such 
electric lines, fittings, apparatus or 
appliances. 

(3) “ The Board -shall keep separate 
accounts in relation to moneys received 
and expended by it in or in connection 
with the manufacture, provision, | sale,: 
and letting on hire of electric lines, fit- 
tings, apparatus and appliances.” 

It would appear that the new board is 
not going to sell apparatus and appliances 
under cost, but selling at cost would kill 
the ordinary contractor, who could not sel] 
at that figure. :

Commander Byrd’s left wrist is broken,

Anthony Fokker, the designer of the 
aeroplane, who was actually piloting the 
machine when the crash came, was thrown 
clear and escaped unhurt. 

The aeroplane coasted fifty feet after 
landing, and then flopped over, owing to 
the fact that it was too heavily loaded in 
front, the rear gas tank being empty. 

It is now doubtful whether America, or 
any of its occupants, will be able to make 
the flight to Paris across the Atlantic, as 
planned. 

The aeroplane itself is not badly 
damaged, but it will take some time to 
repair it, despite the declaration of the 
officials of the American Trans-Oceanic 
Company that they can repair it in three 
days. 

The doctors attending the injured 
aviators insist that Commander Byrd and 
Ffloyd Bennett will be unable to take 
part in the flight unless their departure 
is. delayed later than originally planned. 


SOVIET TREASURES. 


MORE PAINTINGS FOR SALE 
ABROAD.

Another selection of priceless paintings 
of old masters is being assembled in 
Moscow for shipment abroad, according to 
a statement of the Soviet Government 
Fund Committee, which is in charge of the 
Russian art treasures. 

Last week a large shipment of paintings 
arrived at Moscow from the Hermitage 
Museum, Leningrad: Professor L. E. 
Romanoff, with a detachment of Cheka 
soldiers, personally conveyed the art 
treasures, which will be inspected at 
Moscow before being offered for sale to 
European dealers. 

The Bolshevik experts expect to realise 
a large sum from the sales, stating that, 
with all the private collections in Russia 
nationalised, the few Bolshevik museums 
are now glutted with art treasures.

RESCUE IN MID- 
ATLANTIC,

SCHOONER’S €REW SAVED 
BY GREAT LINER. 


When the members of the crew of the 
French schooner Daisy were rescued from 
their water-logged vessel in mid-Atlantic 
by the White Star liner Ionia, which 
reached. Southampton yesterday, they 
insisted on carrying with them the chicken 
which had been shipped for the voyage 
from St. Malo to Newfoundland. 

The rescue was carried out wito great 
gallantry on Good Friday evening under 
the supervision of Captain Jackson, the 
lifeboats being manned by the thir"? and 
fifth officers respectively. They found the 
vessel in a sinking condition, and the 
captain told them that before they were 
sighted by the Ionic they had decided to 
abandon the schooner. 

They were in a very exhausted condition, 
having worked continuously at the pumps 
for four days, and had had no sleep and 
little food. At the beginning of the 
voyage one sailor fell overboard and was 
drowned, and in the storm another was 
washed over the side and was not seen 
again. 

The schooner was eventually blown up, 
a fuse being laid to a quantity of 
ammunition on board.

The outstanding question in diplomatic, 
military and naval] circles in Shanghai and 
Peking to-day is—What are the Powers 
going to do regarding the Eugene Chen’s 
Note respecting the Nanking incidents? 

Thus far the American Note is the only 
one published in the Far East. Neither 
the British, French or “Italian Govern- 
ments have released theirs for publication, 
while the Japanese claim that. their reply 
has not yet reached Tokio. 

While the sudden shifting of foreizu 
naval craft to Hankow, where 36 foreign 
men-o’-war are now anchored, indicates 
that the Powers are in position for strong 
action, indications from other directions 
do not point to early action; rather to 
delay, while the Powers exchange views 
on what to do. The Chinese generally do 
not credit America with an independent 
point of view, stating that America will 
likely follow Britain’s lead, while in- 
spired reports from Paris, published 
locally, state that the French policy is 
likely to follow the Japanese, owing to the 
belief that Japan will ultimately be 
omnipotent in the Far East. | 

The foreign warcraft at Hankow now in- 
cludes thirteen Japanese, eleven British, 
and. seven Americans (shortly to be in- 
creased to ten), three French, two Italian, 
constituting the largest flotilla of foreign 
warcraft ever seen there. 

Marshal Chang Tso-lin has refused to 
remove his troops from the Sacred Lega- 
tion area in Peking, and he is demanding 
the right to police the area, despite the 
Boxer protocol. The situation at Tientsin 
is also no better, for there the right is 
claimed to police the British Concession. 
Japanese shipping in Tientsin Harbour is 
being held up on the grounds that the 
ships are harbouring Chang’s political 
enemies. 

The outstanding factor is that no one 
knows what to do, and no two Powers 
apparently see alike. Meanwhile the 
Chinese of both factions are scrapping the 
Treaties, and forcing the foreigners into 
the coastal cities, where business is 
paralysed by strikes and boycotts. 


LIFE AND DEATH STRUGGLE. 


One foreign newspaper here declared 
to-day that, while the British undoubtedly 
deseryed credit for saving Shanghai from 
looting and burning, the properties of that 
city would shortly be not worth saving, 
since the Chinese are killing the place 
through their refusal to trade with 
foreigners, Aside from thé necessities. of 
provisioning foreign troops, marines, 
navies, Shanghai to-day is. a commercial 
graveyard. The,Chinese are withdrawing 
from the foreign settlements up-country, 
while foreign firms are gradually liquidat- 
ing, and the staffs either returning home 
or joining local defence units. 

At Hankow the Chinese have completely 
cut off the Japanese from local food sup- 
plies and are foreing them to provision 
from Shanghai. 

Aside from Mr.. Eugene Chen’s juggling 
with the Powers regarding the Nanking 
incidents, the internal situation in the 
Nationalist territories is characterised by 
a life and death fight between the 
Cantonese military forces and the Com- 
munist labourers. 


ANOTHER RAID. 


Yesterday the military elements ir 
Canton raided the Radical Union head- 
quarters, killing and wounding more than 
100 and seizing a large quantity of 
ammunition and rifles. The large force 
of Russian advisers in Canton was warned 
to remain indoors, and the belief is that 
they may shortly be kicked out entirely. 

General Pei Tsung-chi, the Nationalist 
General in Shanghai, declares that virtually 
all the Communist-Labour gangs have been 
disarmed ; but there is a feeling of anxiety 
regarding the open hostility of more than 
half a million Chinese labourers, who are 
declaring vengeance on the military faction 
for their actions in the past few days in 
raiding and dissolving unions, killing and 
arresting the leaders, and disarming the 
strike pickets. 

Pei declares that the military conserva- 
tive factions of the Kuomintang are now 
dominant in Kiangsu, Chekiang, Anhwei, 
and Kwantung, but that the Communists 
dominate in Hunan, Kiangsi, and Hupeh.

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REMARKABLE SERMON 
ieee CARDINAL... > 
A remarkable sermon was preached by 
Cardinal Bourne at High Mass yesterday

York, at the first Service commemorating 
the thirteenth centenary of the baptism of: 
King Edwin in York, which the Roman 
Catholics of York and district are cele- 
brating this week. aa 

The Cardinal devoted the whole of his 
remarks to combating the claim of the 
English Church to be Catholic. 

He said that Latin orders had never had 
their validity questioned, but from the 
very beginning the orders of what .he 
called the Elizabethan Church, which was 
established by civil law, had been chal- 
lenged throughout Christendom. The 
very holders of those orders declared in 
many cases that they made no claim what- 
ever to be priestly in the old Catholic 
signification of that name. Cardinal Pole, 
an Englishman, pronounced those orders 
invalid, and noted in his registers that the 
priests thus ordained were. not. in. truth 
priests at dll, but laymen. - Cardinal 
Bourne claimed that the Latin Church 
was alone entitled to keep the centenary. 

In the course of his sermon, the 
Cardinal said :— 

“We are commemorating a great event 
in the history of the Oatholic Church in 
this our native land—the thirteenth. cen- 
tenary of the baptism on Easter Sunday 
in 627 of Edwin, King of Northumbria, 
by St. Paulinus, who two years previously 
had been consecrated Archbishop of York. 

“T claim that we, and we alone in 
England, who belong to the Latin Church, 
who call ourselves Catholics, and are 
styled by others ‘Roman Catholics,’ 
believe and worship as. Edwin . and 
Paulinus believed and worshipped, and as 
all who came after them believed and 
worshipped from the moment that they 
accepted the teaching of the Christian 
Church. 

“ My claim is that we, the acknowledged 
representatives in England. of the Latin 
Western Church, which was the Church 
of Paulinus and of Edwin and of all 
Catholic England from the sixth to the 
sixteenth century, are alone entitled to 
keep this centenary as united in faith and 
worship with those whose labours and 
achievements it commemorates, A super- 
ficial continuity based on enactments. of 
civil law, or the possession of: buildings 
built for a worship, the central act of 
which was repudiated and persecuted by 
those who ejected them from the old 
familiar rites, is valueless when those who 
claim it have separated themselves in 
fundamental and essential matters from 
the faith, the worship.and the ecclesiasti- 
cal hierarchy that had universally. pre- 
vailed till then, | 

“We should not be true to ourselves nor 
faithful to our duty were we not to chal- 
lenge and deny plainly and without 
ambiguity all such claims to continuity. 
The Catholic Church is one thing—the 
Elizabethan Church is something wholly 


that unhappy .Queen-—who. might - have 
done such great things for God—and those 
who counselled her, deliberately rejected 
the past and brought this new establish- 
ment of religion into existence.’’ 


ARCHBISHOP’S SERMON. 


In his sermon in York Minster yester- 
day morning, the Archbisliop of York said 
that there were those [referring to’ Roman 
Catholics] who had separated themselves 
from the English Church, who they 
cordially remembered were that day join- 
ing in commemorating, not a stone’s throw 
from the Minster, the baptism of Edwin. 
and it was good to think that, in spite of 
all schisms and divisions within the family 
of God, they could yet. be one in keeping 
these family memories. 

He hoped that the. notes of contraversy 
might not be heard on that day of days, 
when the whole Church of Christ was 
united in saluting the risen Lord. They 
would find no echo within the Minster 
walls. Yet things had already been said 
and written which he was told might cause 
perplexity in the minds of some ‘of ‘his 
own people. 

If it was so, he had only one thing to 
say to them. He said it with full 
knowledge of all the controversy—though 
he declined then to enter on it—and of the 
history of the Christian Church of this 
land. It was this: be assured that in 
direct historic succession, and in all the 
essentials of Catholic faith and order the 
Church, which here received King Edwin 
thirteen hundred years ago, and the 
Church, which here and now in that 
Minster commemorated his baptism, were 
one and the same.

FRENCH YOUTH FOUND

PARIS, Sunday. 

The parents of a boy named Gabriel 
Henri Remon, of Dilly Montigny, in the 
Pas de Calais, who. has been missing since 
October, 1914, have just received news 
that he is alive in England. 

Gabriel Remon was 13 years old when 
the war broke out. One day when he was 
playing with some other boys outside his 
home on the Lens road, a patrol of German 
cayalry suddenly ‘appeared. The boys 
took to their heels, and Gabriel was too 
frightened to go home again, so he became 
separated from his family. 

His name appears in a list of refugees 
who were collected from different parts of 
the Pas de Calais at the time of the 
German invasion, and were embarked in 
the transport. Amiral Ganteaume to be 
evacuated to La Rochelle. 

On October 27th, while working along 
the British coast, the transport struck a 
German mine, and a number of her pas- 
sengérs were killed: Since then no word 
had been heard of young Remon, and it 
was assumed that he had perished in the 
Amira] Ganteaume. 

A few days ago, however, his father re- 
ceived a summons to the Town Hall, where 
he was informed that the Prefect of Pas 
de Calais had received a letter from the 
French Consul-General in London, inform- 
ing him, that Gabriel Henri Remon’ had 
applied to him for help in identifying his 
birthplace and his parents. 

The father has no knowledge yet of 
where his son has been, or what he has 
been doing in the intervening twelve and 
a half years.—(Per Press Association, 
copyright.)

EXAGGERATIONS AND 
ABUSES. 


The Times, commenting on the report of

methods which are annoying and irritat- 
ing ”; that, they have exercised their power 
for ‘‘ collateral objects.”

TOKIO, Sunday. 

The resignation of the Cabinet took place 
to-day following a meeting of the Privy 
Council, held this afternoon in the presence 
of the Emperor, which, by nineteen votes to 
eleven rejected the Prime Minister's request 
for an imperial ordinance sanctioning sup- 
port for the Bank of Formosa (Taiwan). 


HE Cabinet crisis in Japan follows the 
5 a difficulties of the great Japanese firm 
of Suzuki and Co., which was under the 
control of Mme, Suzuki, who, although 
an unknown widows twenty years ago, 
became the richest woman in the East, if 
not in the world. 

She started business with the inherit- 
ance bequeathed to her by her husband, 
and came to control the shares of Suzuki 
and Co., which is one of the largest com- 
mercial enterprises in existence. The 
recent earthquakes in Japan are stated to 
have been the cause of the firm’s diffi- 
culties. The firm recently suspended all 
new business, and the entire financial 
situation in Japan is reported to be in 
suspense in consequence. 

The Cabinet propos.t an _ imperial 
ordinance authorising the Bank of Japan’s 
unconditional support to the Bank of 
Formosa to the extent of £20,000,000.

OTHER BANKS TO HELP.

REASON FOR THE REJECTION,

TOKIO, Sunday. 

The Privy Council this afternoon 
rejected the Government’s plan for the 
relief of thé Taiwan (Formosa) Bank. 
The Government has resigned. 

The Council's decision was taken in 
plenary session in the presence of the 
‘Emperor. The Cabinet, after a short 
deliberation, tendered its resignation, and 
to-night the Imperial Chamberlain leit 
for Kyoto to consult Prince Saionji re- 
garding the choice of a new Prime 
Minister. 

The heads of the seven leading Tokio 
banks ‘have decided to make all possible 
efforts to preservé economic stability. 
The Bank of Japan, under the arrange- 
ments made during the recent bank 
“runs,” will continue to support any 
threatened banks. The directors of the 
Taiwan Bank met to-night, but what deci- 
sion they reached is not known. 

Leading financiers generally deplore the 
Privy Council's action. . The Privy 
Council, which has special responsibility 
under the Constitution regarding the pro- 
mulgation of Imperial Ordinances, re- 
jected the, Governments plan on the 
ground that such Ordinances should be 
issued only when ordinary methods of 
procedure are impossible. 

In the Council’s view, the Cabinet 
should have proceeded by calling a special 
session of Parliament, or by taking action 
on its own responsibility with funds 
already at its disposal, seeking Parlia- 
mentary sanction later.

WOMAN AND WOULD-BE 
RESCUER DROWNED. |.

An Eastertide accident, in which a man 


and a woman were drowned, after the man 
had made a heroic attempt to rescue the 
woman, and after several other men had 
endeavoured to save the couple, occurred on 
the Forth and Clyde Canal at Port Dundas, 
Glasgow, on Saturday night. 

Five men were in the water simultaneously 


trying to rescue the woman, who clutched the 


first. Both sank, their bodies being recovered 
later, after gallant efforts had been made to 
drag the couple { the bank. 

The victims were Mrs. Margaret Colling, or 
Cramb (36), of Milton street, and a widower, 
James McMillan, aged 30, of Carbeth street. 

The woman was seen to be walking towards 
the bank of the canal, and later was observed 
to be in the Water. An alarm being raised, 
McMillan dived into the water fully clothed. 
A powerful swimmer, he soon reached the 
woman, who seized him by the waist and 
dragged him down. Realising the danger, 
Thomas Fish, aged 23, of Forth street, threw 
off his coat and plunged in as the man and 
woman rose to the surface. When he reached 
the couple the man tried to grip Fish, whose 
collar was then nearly choking him. Fish 
decided to try and save the woman, thinking 
that McMillan could then swim ashore. Fish 
returned to the banks tore off his collar, and 
again dived into the water. Simultaneously 
Michael Dunn, aged 50, and George Don- 
nelly (21) jumped into the canal, but could 
not locate he couple, who had again sunk, 

4 young man, David Reid, of Hamilton 
Hill road, rushed to the bridge house, secured 
a rope and a grappling iron, and, hurriedly 
undressing, sprang in with the apparatus and 
fixed the hook to the drowning couple, who 
were then pulled to the bank. Artificial 
respiration was tried, and the man and 
woman were conveyed to the Royal Infirmary, 
but on arrival both were found to be dead. 

McMillan enlisted when 18 years of age, 
and served in the Dardanelles and France. 
He leaves a little girl, who has been taken 
charge of by his widowed mother, who 
reached the bank as her son was dragged 
from the canal.

GORDON IN CHINA. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH. TIMES. 

Srr,—Gordon had nothing to do with the 
Ever Victorious Army until after the death. 
of Ward and the dismissal of Burguevine— 
‘beth adventurers of an unscrupulous and 
unattractive type,” says. Demetrius ©. 
Boulger in ' The Life of General Gordon. 
In December, 1862, Gordon “was raised to 
the rank of Major’ in the Royal Engineers 
for his services in China, and was given che 
congenial task of surveying and mapping the 
whole of the region of thirty miles between 
the Grand Canal, the sea and the Yangtse 
Kiang. He was at this work when it was 
proposed that his services should be lent to 
the Chinese Government for the w Daye 
of the Taiping rebellion. He finished his 
survey; the propositions were sanctioned, 
and on the 26th March, 1863, he went to Sung 
Kiang and took over the command of “ the 
Chinese force, which had already -been named 
the Ever Victorious Army, and which in lis 
hands justified its name.’
